The Aird Commission recommended a scheme 
framed on the lines of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, and that corporation is admitted 
| to provide the most satisfactory radio service 

in the world. The general plan was that the 
Commission should establish and operate a chain 
of high power stations across the Dominion, 
and should also have supervisory control of 
local privately-owned stations. 

This plan has not been carried through, 
mainly for lack of money. The present Com- 
mission has been operating under a handicap 
in consequence, but even with that handicap 
it has supplied the listeners with better pro- 
grams than they could have expected from 
private concerns dependent upon the limited 
amount of advertising available in Canada. That 
the latter are asking for the radio license fees 
is proof that they could not supply a national 
service out of the revenues available to them, 
and that in one way or the other the public 
must stand a good share of the cost of radio 
entertainment. 

The plan recommended by the Aird Com- 
mission is as good today as when it was ad- 
vanced, and the public are as solidly for it. 
Parliament, instead of reversing the radio policy 


and handing Canadian listeners over to the 
American stations for entertainment, should 
vote some money for the projected chain of 
high-powered stations, reorganize the Commis- 


sion as experience has shown to be advisable, 
and proceed with the roi of the plan.

Low Blood - Pressure | SIDE GLANCES -By George Clark | 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The normal blood pressure ranges be- 
tween 120 and 130. When it is too low, then the 
patient has arterial hypotension, or low blood 
pressure. Certainly, when the blood pressure 
falls below 98, then the patient is likely to de- 
velop those symptoms characteristic of this 
condition, which advise him 
that all is not well within the 
organism. 

Low blood pressure is a 
fairly common finding and 
probably three out of every 
100 people have it; however, 
a striking exception to this 
general figure if found with- 
in certain occupational 
groups. In any working group 
where the daily occupation 
imposes little activity and en- 
courages shallow breathing, a much larger 
number of people will be found to have de- 
veloped low blood pressure, For example, bank 
clerks are especially prone to arterial hypoten- 
sion. Undoubtedly, the way that the individual 
habitually lives has a great deal to do with the 
arterial pressure, and in that way of living must 
be included the kind of work done and the 
amount of exercise usually taken. 

While a mediumly low blood pressure may 
exist in people who seem to enjoy a fair state 
of health, it is nevertheless true that> such 
people do not stand strain well. As long as life 
remains quiet and calm, they feel fairly well, 
but when a physical or mental strain is imposed 
upon them, they are unable to meet it adequate- 
ly. Such individuals have a limited physical 
capacity and they therefore become tired after a 
moderate exertion which would not prove so 
exhausting to one with a normal blood pressure. 
They are unable to stand as much, and, as a 
general rule, show a tendency to withdraw from 
active, competitive effort.

with digestion due to the fact that the oi] will 
form a coating on the inner surface of the small | 
intestine, where it may interfere with the ab- | 
sorption of food When I believe that the 
patient will benefit from mineral oil, I usually 
advise that it be used in the form of an oil 


retention enema, the warm oil being injected 
and allowed to remain overnight. In this way 
the full benefit of its lubricating quality is 
secured in the lower part of the large intestine, 
exactly where it is moet desirable, and at the 
same time the oil is not present in the small 
intestine. It is well to remember that the prep- 
aration used must vary to suit the individual 
case; some patients will be benefited to a mark- 
ed degree from mineral cil preparations; others 
will benefit from agar-agar psyllium seed, 
It is impossible to choose arbitrarily any one 


preparation which will work equally well in 
all cases.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1896, Toronto 
mourned the death of Lieut-Col.

News that a tornado blows down a southern U.S. city in three 
minutes, killing some four hundred people and leaving nothing 
but burning wreckage in its wake, brings a realization that in 
regard to storms there is more general and less specific knowledge 
than on any other subject which has been the subject of scientific 
research. 


The schoolbooks proclaim that wind is air in motion; but when 
tearchers through tornado ruins find a straw driven into a tele- 
phone pole as though the straw were a steel arrow; and find a 
cedar shingle driven through a fir plank as though the shingle 
were a steel wedge; and find the steel rails of a railway track 
twisted and curved as though made out of a very elastic sub- 
stance; there is ground for thinking that the movement of the 
air may be only a visible effect and not a moving cause. 


There may be some as yet undiscovered active force, akin to 
electricity or vitamins, which does the work while the wind gives 
the exhibition. 


Weather observatories have become very useful and accurate 
{institutions for telling when a storm is traversing the sea, its 
approximate location and direction of progress—and in a lesser 
degree of certainty—its force. However, this does not explain 
what puts the kick in the storm. No way has yet been found to 
predict the coming of a tornado on land; there is no time any- 
way, because these land-twisters operate on split seconds of time. 


One theory is that the tornado results from air compression; 
that there are many tornadoes in the air, but only an occasional 
one reaches the ground. Under this theory, dense air, being fed 
into lighter air, acquires a rotary motion which compresses the 
air and in turn this compression of air results in increased speed 
of rotation until finally there is created a practically solid and 
circular bolt of air which travels through space until melted and 
expanded by heat. Once in a while one of these bolts of air is 
caught by the force of gravity and dragged down to the earth 
and becomes a destroying tornado until the heat caused by fric- 
tion with the earth expands and explodes the bolt of air. This 
theory is sufficient to explain all visible effects; but does not 
negative the existence of an undiscovered force. 


The only consolation about a tornado is that once the earth 
is touched there is a tremendous friction causing intense heat, so 
that the life of a tornado is limited to a short period. On the other 
hand a sea storm is never so compact, and, on the moving water, 
does not create dissolving friction.
